Request for Reconsideration and Amendment under CFR §1.111

In response to the Office Action dated 6 June, 2000, Applicants respectfully 
requests reconsideration of the above-identified patent application as amended below. 

In the Claims 

Please amend claims 1 and 9 as follows: 

Claim 1, line 2: Delete "the". Delete "ratios of and substitute therefor - 
proportions--. 

\ Claim 9, line 2: Delete "the". Delete "ratios of and substitute therefor - 
^portions--. 



Remarks 

Claims 1 - 16 are presently active, claims 1 and 9 having been amended by this 
amendment. In the office action dated 6 June, 2000 ("Office Action"), claims 1 and 9 
were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter; and claims 1-16 were , 
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rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hamilton, et al., U.S. patent 
no. 5,631,703, ("Hamilton") in view of Lu, et al., U.S. patent no. 5,805,217, ("Lu"), 
Claims 1 and 9 are amended to better point out and distinctly claim the subject 



pass filters in relative proportions of 4:1:1:2, respectively; and claim 9 is amended to 
recite that the unit array has yellow, magenta, cyan, and infrared pass filters in relative 
proportions of 4:1:1:2, respectively. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection of claim 1-16 over Hamilton and 



in combination, a color filter array having an infrared pass filter. In particular, the 
suggestion of an infrared pass filter is absent in the prior art. This is because usually an 
infrared blocking filter is used in prior art imaging systems so that the imaging sensor is 
not affected by infrared radiation. In the present claims, however, an infrared pass filter is 
positively recited. 

Consequently, it is believed that all claims in the present application are 
patentable over the cited prior art.
